At the Tenth Chapter of this Book thoſe wiſe and 
weighty 8entences begin, (and they are continued to the 
Thirtieth Chapter ). which are in a more ſtri& ſenſe cal- 
led *Proverbs or Parables, as the word Miſie is taken by 
the Hebrews, or Sayings ruling in Speech, as that word 
imports : And they are ſuch as do-ſend forth their Light 
and Splendor fram themſelves alone without borrowing 
from each ather- Among them all, there is none of grea- 
ter Importance unto all Men, than theſe in my Text, which 
are two entire Sentences that carry in them a full and clear 
Senſe, without dependance on any thing precedent or ſub- 
ro_ bn ep to give Light to them, 

hey are Categorical Propoſitions: In'the firſt whereof 
the Subje& or Perſons ſpoken of are the Wicked. The 
Predicate or thing ſpoken of them is, That they are dri- 
ven away in their Wickednefs. In the latter the Subject 
is the Righteous. The Predicate, That he hath hopes in 
his Death. Concerning them both, we may obſerve three 
thin 

_ That here is a denomination of Perſons from their 
different qualities Moral, their Diſpoſictions, and Practice 
or Works. The Wicked are fo called from their Ungod- 
lineſs in thoſe reſpeQs : The Righteous from their Righte- 
ouſnels. The Spirit of God in the Word calls Men as 
they are, and cannot be deceived about them , however 
Men deceive themſelves and other Men, fo that Wicked 
Men paſs for Righteons, and Righteous Men may be ac- 
counted Wicked. 

2. The propoſitions are indefinite, and equivalept to 
Univerſals of each kind. The Wicked Man, 5. « Every 
Wicked Man of what Quality or Condition fſacver other - 
wiſe, hath a miſerable end. The Righteous Man, 3.e. Eve- _ 
ry Righteous Man hath a Bleffed End.. And under theſe

two ſorts are comprehended all Mankind : Every Perſon 
living, is either Wicked or Righteous, and will be found 
ſuch 1n the day of Judgment. | 

. There is an Antitheſis in the Text of theſe two forts 
of People, They are oppoſed one tothe other, in reſpect 
of their latter End, or final State - The one fort are driven 
away in their wickedneſſes, but the other have. hope in 
their Death. The particle muſt be adverfative , although 
it do moſt frequently fignifie And. I ſhall take the Pro- 
poſitions for DoRrines , only in the firſt , I ſhall pur theſe 
words (at, or in his Death. ) The Wicked is driven away 
in his Wickednefs, becauſe the oppoſition ſeems to require 
it : It is as if he ſhould fay, The Wicked in or at his Death 
is driven away in his Wickednefs : But e contre, The igh- 
teons in his Death hath hope.
